§352. QUALIFICATION FOR PRESIDENTIAL ELECTOR AND COUNTY OFFICE

A candidate for the office of presidential elector or any county office must be aresident of and avoter in
the electoral division he seeksto represent on the date established for filing nomination petitionsin the year
he seeks election. He must maintain a voting residence in that electoral division during his term of office.
